Israeli observers were by no means 
optimistic last night that the new 
proposals woud be accepted by Sy- 
ria — or even suffice to provide 
some new momentum to the dis-

So far, Syria hag exhibited stolid 
intransigence in the disengagement 
talks. Israel remains unconvinced 
of Syria's desire for a disengage- 
ment accord that would effectively 
end hostilities between the two 
countries. Israel céntinues to insist 
on a string of security ‘arrangements 
as part of a disengagement — and 
especially a meaningful “limited 
forces" zone stretching back some 
40 kms. from the line of Israeli 
settlements — but Syria hag refused 
to countenance any such ideas. 


The new Israeli proposals, there- 
fore, seem to be intended rather to 
reassure the Secretary of Israel's 
desire for a settlement than im the 
real expectation of eliciting a posi- 
tive response from Damascus, As 
Deputy Premier Yigal Allon indi- 
cated yesterday in the Kneaset (see 
Column 1), the government is an- 
xious to demonstrate, both to the 


U.S. and to “constructive elements 
in the Arab world,” that Syrian in- 
ice ig responsible for the 
absence of 3 disengagement accord. 
It was not yet clear last night 
what effect, if any, yesterday's Kis- 
singer-Gromyko meeting in Cyprus 
would have on the course of the 
disengagement talks. Asked after 
the -neeting whether the Soviets 
were adopting “a constructive atti- 
tude’ om the disengagement, the 
U.S. Secretary replied significantly, 
that this would become apparent 
“during the next few days.” He 
continued: “1 hope the Soviet Union 
ts as intent as we are on reducing 
tensions in the Middie East.” 

Observers read into this statement 
a veiled warning to the Soviets not 
to raise obstacles in the way of the 
negotiations. On the plane back 
from Cyprus to Israel, a senior U.S, 
official predicted that the Russians 
indeed would not stand in the way 
of an accord. 

U.S. officials stressed again yes- 
terday that the meeting had been 
initiated by the Soviets and that its 
purpose had been to give Russia a 
sense of participating in the nego- 
trations.

Nevertheless, most observers be- 
Ueved that the Secretary had in fact 
tried to enlist Mr. Gromyko's aid in 
moving Damascus towards a more 
conciliatory position in the talks — 
and towards 2 scaling down of the 
current hostilities. 

The Secretary's observation that 
the coming days would reveal So- 
viet intentions seemed to’ confirm 
that there was a specific contribu- 
tion which the Secretary was expect- 
ing the Soviets to make.

Dr. Kissinger will decide today, 
after his meeting with Syria's Pres- 
ident Assad, whether to return to 
Jerusalem this evening, or continue 
on to Egypt and Saudi Arabia.

Mapai group wants concessions

The Mapai wing of the Alignment 
is willing to go half-way to meet 
the National Religious Party over 
the “Who's a Jew” formula, in 
erder to get the NRP into the 
coalition at all costs, thus ensuring 
Labour Minister Yitzhak Rabin's 
Prospects as Prime Minister, and 
the prompt exclusion of Moshe 
Dayan from the Cabinet. 

Repotrs circulating in the Knes- 
set to this effect were strengthened 
yesterday, by the embarrassment of 
Labour Secretary-General Aharon 
Yadlin, who dodged The Jerusalem 
Post's queries. 

Asked who the Alignment woul 
be negotiating with over the next 
few days, through a new six-man 
body set up yesterday for negoti- 
ating purposes, in view of the fact 
that the NRP had already turned 
the Alignment down, Yadlin just 


said: “We'll be negotiating with 
whoever we are supposed to.” 

The Post learned later that the 
sixman Alignment body would be 
negotiating with the ΝῊΡ and the 
ILP, but not with the CRM — 
Shulamit Aloni’s Citizens Rights 
Movement. Although Mapam favours 


the idea of teaming up with CRM,” 


Rafi and Mapai are absolutely op- 
posed. They have reservations about 
Mrs. Aloni, both personally and po- 
litically, and they fear that her 
joining a Cabinet would keep the 
NRP from returning, in some future 
constellation.

MOVES TO OFFSET WAR DISLOCATIONS 
Reform in matriculation exams -

Some of the adjustments in the 
bagrut (matriculation) examination 
system — made necessary by the 
Yom ‘Kippur War — may become 
permanent, and could lead to its 
replacement ‘by internal school ex- 
aminations, Yosef Yonai, director of 
the @ducation Ministry's Pedagogic 
Secretariat, said yesterday. 

He told newsmen in Jerusalem 
that the question of ‘the quantity 
of material studied in preparation 
for the bagrut, versus the quality 
of understanding, has ‘been discuss- 
ed for some years. This year’s. ex- 
aminations will take into account 
that. students, in. some... schonls 
coverad:7slesa .. materielsiscbecasse 
teachers were called up for long 
periods. In spite of this, the Min- 
istry feels that the level of the 1974 
examinations will not be lower 
than that of previous years. 

Mr, Yonai listed the various steps 
the has taken to offset 
dislocations caused ‘by the war. 
Special councils staffed ‘by super- 
visers and principals have been set 
up in each of the six educational 
districts of the country, Individual 
schools may apply to these councils 
and ask to make specific 
adjustments in examination ques- 
tions tailored to their particular 
needs. 

‘Thus, - if a school’s mathematics 
teacher was called up for a iong 
time and his place was not filled 
by an adequate substitute, the 
school may ask the council for con- 
sideration of this fact. The council 
together with the school may then 
work out changes in the examina- 
tion papers for this particular 
school. 


15 Alignment abstentions

In an unexpected show of indepen- 
dence, 15 dovish members of the 
Labour-Alignment yesterday abstain- 
ed on a proposal moved by Meir Pa'l 
(Moked-New Communists) to strike 
the Likud motion on the Golan from 
the Knesset agenda.

New strike threatens ἰξ 


. British industry 
‘Could have a disastrous - 
effect pretty quickly’ 


LONDON (Reuter). — Britain’s 
1,200,000 engineeri: workers 
voted yesterday for an immediate 
nai 1 strike, i key 
export industries and confronting 
the minority τ 


Employment Minister Michael Foot 
swiftly called for cristy talks’ with 
Hugh Scanlon, the Engineering 
Union leader. 

It was Mr. Scanion’s casting vote 
that brought yesterday's 4-3 strike 
verdict by the union executive. 

The action reflects union 
over the seizure by a National in- 
dustrial court of some £300,000 of 
the union's financial assets. The 
court ordered the seizure after the 
union's refusal to pay £47,000 dam- 
ages to an engineering firm near 
London. 


If the enginering rank and 516 
solidly supports the stoppage — first 
national engineering strike since 1957 
— it could halt two main export 
earners, cars and general engineer- 
ing, just as British industry is re- 
covering from ai three-day work 
week forced on it by the coalminers’ 
strike. 

Tt also threatens production of 
national newspapers and affect sup- 


plies of electricity, gas, water, oil 
and all forms of rt. 
“The strike could have a dis 
astroug effect pretty quickly,” one 
Engineering accounts for 42 per 
cent of Britain's 
An all-out strike would be a seri- 
ous embarrassement for the Labour 
Government, which has called on 
the unions for a year of industrial 
peace. 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
said in the House of Commons that 
the threatened stoppage was an ex- 


rage tremely serious consequence of the 


aictions of the Industrial Court, set 
up by the former Conservative 
Government. That government's le- 
gislation was now putrefying, Mr. 
Wilson said. 

Labour is repealing Conservative 
industrial relations laws end pbring- 
ing in new legislation of its own, 
but the Industrial Court remains in 
life until July. 

Mr. Foot said nobody would ba 
better pleased than he if he could 
find 2 constitutional way of wring- 
ing the court's neck before it caused 
disaster. 

He said the union had been sorely 
provoked by the seizure of much 
of Its funds. 


GUNMEN KILL FOUR 
IN ULSTER ATTACKS 


BELFAST. —- Gunmen sprayin; 
bullets from machine-guns kille 
four persons in Northern Ireland 
yesterday in an escalation of the

Two gunmen invaded a construc- 
tion site in morth Belfast and 
mowed down seven workmen in a 
bail of gunfire, police said.

LONDON. — Egypt has granted 
its first ofl exploration concession 
in the Red Sea to the Union Oil 
Company which will search for 
oll in off-shore areas near Ras 
Banas covering 10,000 square 
Ioms., according to the “Petro- 

leum Economist.” 

Union will spend $20m. on ex- 
ploration and the agreement pro- 
vides for production-sharing with 
the Egyptian General Petroleum 
Corporation (EGPC) in the event 
of ἃ commercial discovery. 

Another seven contracts have 
been finally approved with Mobil, 
Exxon, Petrobras, Transworld 
(two), Deminex, and Continental. 
These concessions cover a total 
of nearly 79,000 square kms, in 
the Gulf of Suez, Nile Valley, 
Nile Deita, Mediterranean off- 
shore and Western desert. These 
contracts provide for an expendi- 
ture of $144m. on exploration in 
addition to cash bonuses on sign- 
ature of §15m. 

A further four agreements have 
been initiated with Mobil, Con- 
tinenta] (two: and Pexamin, and 
further offers have been made 
by Shell, BP, Chevron and Sun 
Oil. 

The current pattern for pro- 
duction sharing agreements in 
Egypt is for 40 per cent of pro- 
duction to be set aside to cover 
operating costs, with the remain- 
ing 60 per cent shared in the 
proportion of 80 per cent for 
EGPC and 20 per cent to the 
forelgn partner.

The underlying explanation seems 
to be that voters, disillusioned by 
years of steady economic growth, 
are looking for new men with new 
ways to deal with such unhappy 
side-effects of growth as inflation, 
corruption and official complacency. 

Here in France, as elsewhere, the

Former Prime Minister Jacques 
Chaban-Delmas had the backing of 
the Gaullist party machine and its 
leading public figures. He came on, 
in the words of one of his admirers, 
as “the grandson of General de 
Gaulle and the son of Georges 
Pompidou.”
